Artist-Instructor Designs, Executes Stations 


For New High School; Work Goes on Display 


“These stations are conceived of not 
only as devices to motivate contempla- 
tive prayer but also as objects of physi- 
cal beauty in the house of God.” 

Thus Robert A, Leader speaks of 
the stations of the cross which he has 
designed and executed for the chapel 
of the new St. Francis Xavier high 
school in St. Louis, Mo. Mr. Leader, 
Clarke art instructor, was commis- 
sioned for this work by Mother Mary 
Josita, BVM, superior of the Sisters of 
Charity, BVM. 

The stations, along with the tester 
which Mr. Leader has made for the 
chapel sanctuary, will be on display 
in the solarium of Margaret Mann 
hall Thursday, Feb. 26. 


Uses Ancient Technique 

Abstract-expressionistic style is 
stressed in the stations. Mr. Leader's 
technique is a contemporary adapta- 
tion of the Giottesque tempera paint- 
ing recorded in the 14th century by 
Cennini. The imagery is symbolic 
rather than pictorial. 

The stations, each one approximate- 


ly a foot square, have been designed to 
be placed in two horizontal rows of 
seven stations each. They will be read 
from left to right across the top and 
from right to left across the bottom in 
order to maintain the continuity of the 
drama and to fulfill the liturgical re- 
quirement governing movement. 


Plays Up Drama 


Mr. Leader has treated the Way-of- 
the-Cross as an epic. The first few 
Stations are painted in a cool key. As 
Christ surmounts Calvary the drama is 
heightened by a progressive intensifi- 
cation of color and line. The rise and 
fall of Christ, physically and emotion- 
ally, is graphically indicated by the 
position of Christ’s gold nimbus with- 
in the pictorial area. Acording to Mr. 
Leader, “This device may be likened to 
musical notes in a scale,” 


In the 12th station Christ dies upon 
the cross and all color is drained from 
the painting. The blackness, the sor- 
row and despair of the 13th station are 
relieved by the pure cobalt blue of the 
Blessed Mother’s robes. The final 


station, symbolized in black and vio- 
let, expresses the silent mourning 
Throughout the paintings the linear 
character moves from a vertical Posi- 
tion to a horizontal plane.

Testing Program 


Clarke sophomores will participate 
in the 22nd annual national testing 
program conducted by the Educational 
Testing service March 3 and 4. 

Testing periods scheduled at Clarke 
are 8:20 to 11:30 Tuesday morning, 
March 3; 1 to 3 o'clock Tuesday aft- 
ernoon; 8:20 to 11:30 Wednesday 
morning, March 4. 

Examinations are divided into three 
sections: English, general culture and 
contemporary affairs. The English 
division will cover mechanics of ex- 
pression, effectiveness of expression, 
vocabulary and reading comprehen- 
sion. 

The general culture test will include 
sections on history and social studies, 
literature, science, fine arts and math- 
ematics. 

Included in the contemporary af- 
fairs section will be public affairs, sci- 
ence, medicine, literature and fine arts. 

In each section the student will be 
given a percentile ranking based on 
the scores of the 20,000 sophomores 
throughout the country who will take 
the tests. Over 150 colleges partici- 
pate in the program. 

Primary purpose of the program is 
to provide the individual student with 
standard objective measures of achieve- 
ment before she embarks on a major
